Donnie  Jones,  Rosalene  Sanders,  Mullinda  Rodgers,  Claudia  Peacock,  Geneva  Bennett,  Christabelle 
Watson,  John  Mitchell,  Larry  Cogdell,  Carolyn  Everette,  Belinda  Carroll,  and  Emma  Nixon  were  in¬ 
ducted  into  the  Johnston  County  Training  School  chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society  under  the  spon¬ 
sorship  of  Mrs.  C.  G.  Ennis. 

Claudia  Peacock  and  Geneva  Bennett  were  honorary  marshals  to  the  graduating  class  of  1959.
